Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk Makes 1263 Lbs Fat 


duced over 1200 lbs fat on three times a day milk- 

ing. She is Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk 
224416 CHB, bred and owned by Mount Victoria Farms, 
Hudson Heights, Quebec. On Monday morning, January 
20, Mort Butchers of Mount Victoria called us on the 
phone to report that the record on this cow was finished 
and that the final report was being sent that day to 
Ottawa. He estimated the record, conservatively he said, 
at 29,200 lbs milk, 1250 lbs fat. A few days later, at 
our request, came a wire from Sec’y George Clemons of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada, giving her 
official figures as 29,208 lbs milk, 1263 lbs fat, with an 
average test for the year of 4.32%. 

Highest previous record for our breed on three-time 
milking was 1190.9 lbs fat, made about three years ago 
by Rolo Pontiac Burke Fayne 1375304 at Bellevue 
Farms, Hyattsville, Md. The former Canadian Cham- 
pion Holstein on three-time was Springbank Abbekerk 
Adaline 211833 CHB, with 1144 lbs fat, made in 1939 
at Tom Dent’s Springbank Farm at Woodstock, Ont. 

According to Mort Butchers, Montvic Rag Apple Col- 
antha Abbekerk was bred to Montvic Lochinvar on 
October 4 and has been pronounced safe in calf, so 
carried calf for about 3% months of her record. At 
the close of her year she is reported as milking 50 lbs 
a day and her last test was 4.8%. 

Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk was born 
April 10, 1930 so was very nearly 10 years of age at the 
start of her record. She was first tested in R.O.P. as 
a junior two-year-old when she made 15,765 lbs milk, 
4.18%, 658 lbs fat, milked three times a day for seven 
months and the balance of the year only twice daily. 
At five years old she again went on test, producing on 
strictly three-time milking, 22,802 lbs milk, 4.31%, 982 
lbs fat. 

She is a daughter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and 
was a member of his All-American Get of Sire group in 
1935 and 1936, the latter group being selected for 
Reserve All-Time honors. As a three-year-old she was 
also a member of the Reserve All-American Get of 1933. 
In the summer of 1938, when the picture on our front 
cover was taken, she was considered a wonderful prospect 
for All-American aged cow, but a serious attack of milk 
fever following calving just at the start of the show 
circuit cut down her chances, although she was able to 
win grand championship at the Canadian National that 
fall and on the official vote was tied for Reserve honors 
with Rosemary of Fairbrook, with the top honor going 
to Cornell Ollie Catherine. 

She has one daughter in production at Mount Vic- 
toria, Montvic Chieftain Abbekerk, with a junior two- 
year-old record of 12,414 lbs milk, 4.75%, 590 lbs fat. 
This heifer, sired by Montvic Chieftain, was first prize 
two-year-old in milk at the 1938 C.N.E. and showing in 
four-year-old form in 1940 was first prize aged cow at 
the Quebec Exhibition. She was nominated for All- 
American honors and received Honorable Mention, with 
a number of excellent judges picking her for the top 
Spot in both the official and the popular vote. Most 
judges agree that none of the four-year-olds nominated 


ere the first time in history a Holstein cow has pro- 


this year surpassed her in the matter of udder. She is 
reported as again on test as a four-year-old and credited 
with over 11,000 lbs milk in her first six months, again 
testiny 4.7%. 

e also has another daughter, Montvic Hiemke Rag 
Ap,.e Diana 407668 CHB, sired by Raymondale Ideal 
Successor, now just starting on test as a junior two- 
year-old and milking almost 70 lbs a day. She has a 
baby daughter by Emperor of Mount Victoria that is 
considered one of the real prospects in the herd. 

The first calf dropped by old “‘Colantha Abbekerk”’ 
back in 1932 was also a heifer, but unfortunately she 
died of pneumonia as a youngster and was never regis- 
tered. 

A son of ‘‘Colantha Abbekerk,’’ full brother to the 
heifer just mentioned, was sold as a calf to Harold 
Haven of New York State, who re-registered him as 
Fairview Montvic Chieftain. After several years of suc- 
cessful service in the Haven herd he was sold in the 
Earlville National Sale of 1939 to Emil C. Schindler, 
Deposit, N. Y. where he has since been in service in a 
bull association. 

Another son, Montvic Bonheur Abbekerk, sired by 
Montvic Pathfinder, was sold in the Blue Ribbon Sale 
of 1937 at a four-figure price to Rocky Hill Farm, Exeter, 
Calif., where he is reported as siring a fine lot of off- 
spring, two of his daughters receiving Honorable Men- 
tion for All-American honors in 1940. 

Her latest calf was another son, Montvic Rag Apple 
Marksman, sired by Raymondale Ideal Successor, and 
sold in the Canadian National Sale last May for $1,325 
to J. J. E. McCague, Alliston, Ont., and C. J. Cerswell, 
Beeton, Ont. 

Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk thus becomes 
the highest record daughter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
as well as one of his greatest for type. Her dam is 
Montvic Colantha Abbekerk, with a senior two-year-old 
record on three-time milking of 17,091 lbs milk, 3.91%, 
669 lbs fat. The second dam is none other than Oak- 
hurst Colantha Abbekerk, who was All-American Aged 
Cow in 1927 and Reserve All-American Aged Cow in 
1926. She has a record of 25,817 lbs milk, 4.11%, 
1061 lbs fat on three-time milking and is a daughter 
of that famed foundation sire, Prince Colanthus Ab- 
bekerk. She is one of the great brood cows developed 
at Mount Victoria, having five daughters with excellent 
R. O. P. and A. R. records. She and her five daughters, 
seven granddaughters and a great granddaughter, all 
through the direct female line, have records averaging 
17,318 lbs milk, 4.26%, 738.34 lbs fat, all on three-time 
or two-time milking and seven of the fourteen records 
being in two-year-old form. Only three of the entire 
family of 14 failed to test from 4 to 4.89%. 

This new record by Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Ab- 
bekerk sets, we believe, a new high mark for a three- 
generation group on three-time milking as follows:

A Proposal for Selective Registration of Holsteins 
V. A. RICE, Massachusetts State College * 


ESEARCH during the past few years has revealed 
R the fact that our breeds of livestock are of fairly 

recent origin. Little permanent improvement was 
possible until the ‘‘open field’’ system gave way to “‘en- 
closures’’ and to the ownership of separate individual 
farms, beginning back in the 14th century. This neces- 
sary step had to wait until the growing of grasses and 
clovers could make possible better feeding of livestock 
and particularly make provision for winter feeding. This 
development got underway in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. These two forward steps led to the development 
of local varieties all through 
Western Europe and England 


Breed Association formed in 1885. This was carried on 
in a more or less desultory fashion in these early days 
because there was no accurate method of ascertaining 
the fat test of the milk. Professor Babcock of Wiscon- 
sin solved that problem by announcing his discovery of 
the Babcock test in 1890. In the year 1894 the official 
7-day test was put into operation. This was followed in 
1908 by the semi-official yearly test, in 1917 by the 
semi-official 305-day test. These initial steps of the 
breed were more or less idealistic, the thought being 
that to provide a registry for animals would automati- 
cally lead to breed progress

English varieties of cattle, particularly the Shorthorn 
and Ayrshires. 


These Dutch cattle were brought to the United States 
beginning in the year 1621 and found homes particularly 
in the northern colonies in America. The influence of 
the importations of men such as W. W. Chenery of Bel- 
mont, Massachusetts; G. S. Miller, Peterboro, New York; 
(Henry Stevens and Sons, Lacona, New York); and 
Smiths and Powell of Syracuse, N. Y.; are too well 
known to Holstein breeders to require anything more 
than a mention in this connection. In all, something 
like 10,000 of these animals came to America and all 
of our present-day Holsteins trace back to them; more 
particularly to certain individuals of that 10,000, the 
most important of which was probably Netherland 
Prince, a bull brought to America by Smiths and Powell 
in 1880. 


These animals, many of which had been registered in 
the various herd book associations of Holland, for the 
most part formed in the 1870’s, were finally brought to- 
gether into Registry Associations in America which were 
formed in 1871 and 1877 and amalgamated into the 
present Holstein-Friesian Association of America in 
1885. Thus tthe birth of the breed was offieially recog- 
nized and its first great step was the registration of ani- 
mals of known parentage so that pedigrees could be 
accurately kept. 


The second forward step of the breed was the pro- 
visions for advanced registry testing, which had been 
started by Solomon Hoxie in 1877 and which was made 
an interral part of the activities of the Amalgamated

lecating or developing 
through breeding, strains 
whose offspring will always be animals which produce 
a lot of a high quality product. Any sort of selective 
testing gives biased results and there is no sort of 
mathematical mill which can grind out a worthwhile 
answer from data which are unsound to start with. 


Better no figures at all, than half-truths which will mis- 
lead. 


AR testing had its function to perform in putting 
the breed before the public and the advertising value of 
the huge records made under that system did serve this 
function admirably. Inevitably, however, such a system 
is open to human manipulation quite at variance with 
the way in which nature plays the game of breeding. 
The disappointments that resulted from paying a long 
price for bull calves from dams with huge records would 
fill volumes and the breed got many a black eye from 
AR records used for questionable advertising purposes. 
AR testing is not unique in this respect, since practi- 
cally all of man’s institutions and procedures may be 
prostituted. 


The third step in the onward march of the Holstein 
breed was the development of True-Type models in 1922 
and the beginning of the All-American awards by the 
Holstein-Friesian World in the same year. These gave 
the breeders definite goals and ideals towards which to 
strive, something that is absolutely necessary if a group 
of men are to move forward together. There are still 
those who scoff at type but type when it means size, 
strength, vigor, balance and general utility cannot be 
laughed off. There would be less scoffing about type if 
some of the scoffers had to squat beside a cow and draw 
out from an udder nearly touchimg the ground 80 or 
100 pounds of milk each day into a pan 2% feet in 
diameter and 3 or 4 inches deep. Type was not con- 
ceived in breeders’ minds a few hundred years ago and 
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purposely striven for. It evolved naturally as men 
selected higher producing animals. Sueh animals gen- 
erally were lean in their necks, fine over their shoulders, 
wide through the loins, long, wide and level through the 
rump, deep through the heart, wide between the front 
legs, long and deep and well sprung through the body 
with udders attached high up behind and well forward, 
with teats of convenient size placed somewhere near 
the four corners of this capacious, high quality udder. 
Innumerable studies show that there is a positive cor- 
relation between type of the sort just described and 
high production. Other studies show that big cattle 
preduce more milk and butterfat than do smaller ones. 


The necessity for having some fun while living has 
been stressed through the ages along with the job of 
making a living. This has had peculiar application to 
farmers and farming, above all occupations, has been 
praised as a way of life together with being a means 
of earning one’s bread. Anyone with the least trace of 
artistry in his makeup realizes that it is more fun to 
work with beautiful things than with repulsive ones. 
This applies to cattle or livestock in general as well as 
to anything else. It is just more fun working with a 
good looking bunch of livestock than it is with a bunch 
of nondescript scrubs or grades and the value of good 
type in adding to the animal’s sale value has had too 
many illustrations to necessitate any discussion. This 
was the third forward step made by the Holstein breed, 
having been preceded by Registration and Selective 
Testing. 


The fourth progressive step was the adeption of the 
Herd Test in 1928, following the example the Ayrshire 
breed had set in 1925. The fallacies of selective testing 
were given the opportunity to make themselves evident 
which of course they did. For progress in breeding we 
need all the facts we can possibly get and the job is 
plenty hard enough even then. Testing all the daugh- 
ters of a bull rather than a selected few will give us all 
the facts there are to be had so far as production is con- 
cerned. These facts are proving to be of unestimable 
value in guiding breeding practice. One is tempted to 
say that this was the most important forward step that 
the Breed has ever taken. When it was adopted it, of 
course, did merit this description but so did those steps 
that preceded it as well as those which were to follow. 
The Herd Test’s best recommendation is the fact that 
it is sound from a genetic standpoint. We are no longer 
forced to fool ourselves with a few high record daughters 
of a bull, forgetting a greater number of his daughters 
about which we are ashamed to print the facts. The 
Herd Test provides us with a device for getting a line 
on the true breeding value of our animals. That its 
use will grow and that it will eventually entirely sup- 
plant the less perfect and less useful system of AR 
testing seems like anything but a rash guess. 


The necessary emphasis on good type which had been 
stimulated by the development of the true type models 
and the inauguration of the yearly World All-American 
awards in 1922 eventuated in 1928 in the fifth great 
progressive step of the breed; namely, the adoption of 
the plan for Classifying herds as regards type. The 
necessity and desirability for good type has been dis- 
cussed earlier in this article. The Herd Classification 
plan simply implemented the earlier ideas on type with 
an official system for recording it and giving it the 
necessary authenticity. 


The sixth step in the march of progress of Holsteins 
was the proving of sires and the beginning of the publi- 
cation of Bull Indexes in Volume 5 of the Red Book in 
1933. Like those whoch preceded it and those which 
are to follow, this was a most important forward step. 
The data on cows as regards records had long been 
available. The most obvious difficulty in breeding bet- 
ter cattle; namely, the fact that we can’t milk the bulls, 
was in this fashion obviated. By comparing the daughters 
records for amount of milk and its test with those of 
their dams, we are now able, through Bull Indexing, 
to get a definite line on the transmitting ability of our 
bulls. Now we can have the whole unbiased story—both 
on the cows and on the bulls. With these tools in our 
hands the job of carving out a more beautiful and more 
utilitarian breed of Holsteins is made really pos- 
sible. We can now select our bulls much more intelli- 
gently than was ever possible in the past. Along with 
this is the added advantage of being able to really 
analyze our herds. We can do this by listing our foun- 
dation cows at the left of a sheet of peper and having 
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one column for each bull that we have used in se- 
quence. The daughters of each bull with their records 
can then be set down in his column and opposite the 
cow from which they came. This gives us a complete 
chart of our breeding achievements and will generally 
reveal the fact that some of our cows’ families, read 
across the page, are much better than some other cow 
families. We can then save heifers from these good 
cow families and weed out the poor families and this 
process will go on as long as we breed animals. Study 
of eur own female lines and careful selection of our 
purehased bulls on the basis of their own preved ability, 
or if a young bull, on the basis of the proved abilities 
of his immediate ancestors should take a goodly amount 
of the “‘guess’”’ out of our breeding operations. 

Up to the present, therefore, the Holstein breed has 
taken the following steps on its forward march of 
progress following the gradual formation of the 
local variety or breed by selection (? B. C. to 1700 A. D.)

The breed is now ready and circumstances demand 
that forward step Number 7 be taken. What will it be? 
The writer recently went through Volume 10 of the Red 
Book, more particularly the sires which are indexed at 
the end of this Volume. There are 677 bulls listed in 
Vol. 10 with indexes. These 677 bulls were bred to 
cows which average 14,461 pounds of milk testing 
3.43%. The resulting daughters averaged in produc- 
tion 14,239 pounds of milk with a 3.46 test—a little 
lower in milk and a little higher in test than the dams; 
one of these offsetting the other so that the production 
of the daughters was, on the whole, just a little mite 
less than the production of the dams. In plain words 
this means that what we are now doing is breeding 
average bulls to average cows and anyone knows that 
when we breed average to average, we will get average 
results. Some of these 677 bulls gave a good account of 
themselves in increasing production. As many more of 
course were below the average. These above and below 
average results are exactly what make the average. It 
is imperative that the breed now devise some method 
for preventing these below average bulls from begetting 
registered offspring. In plain words, what we need at 
the moment, and badly need, is a workable system of 
Selective Registration for bull calves. 

The writer would suggest that this Selective Regis- 
tration be erected on the three most recent forward steps 
which the breed has taken; namely, the Herd Test, Type 
Classification and the Proving of Bulls. All of these 
procedures are sound and ably administered. Sach one 
of them separately has contributed and is contributing 
a lot toward the progress of the breed. They can fur- 
nish the surest foundation for sound breeding progress, 
through using their findings as criteria as to whether or 
not bull calves are to be registered. This proposal is 
based on the proposed stipulation that if a bull calf is 
to become a registered bull of the breed something must 
be known about his sire and dam either from the stand- 
point of type or from the standpoint of production or 
both. In general the plan stipulates that unless the sire 
can classify as good or better, or has enough offspring 
so that something is known about the type of his off- 
spring, or unless he has an index on a mature B basis 
of 14,000 pounds of milk testing 3.5%, which is the 
actual average production of the cows and their daugh- 
ters listed in the indexed sire lists in Vol. 10 and 11 
of the Red Book, and unless the dam of the bull can 
classify good or better or has offspring that indicate 
a certain level of type transmission for her, or unless 
she has a record equal to the average production of Hol- 
stein cows on herd test, or has two offspring which 
reach this level, the bul calf cannot be registered. 

It is proposed to have the letter C represent the mat- 
ter of type classification; Cl standing for a classification 
of good, C2 for good plus, C3 for very good, and C4 for 
excellent; and let the letter P stand for accomplishments 
in production, P14 indicating an index on mature B 
basis of 14,000 pounds og 3.5% milk, P15 standing for 
15,000 pounds of 3.5% milk, and so on up through P25, 
each increase in number being assigned on the basis of

| Am Learning About Blood Testing 


An Interview With PAUL MISNER in the Ayrshire Digest 


OR years, I had felt I knew 
Fe something about blood testing, 

but judging from what I have 
learned in the last few months, my 
ignorance was absolutely appalling.” 
Thus spoke Paul B. Misner, well 
known stockman and sale manager, 
as we visited one bright October aft- 
ernoon in the rear Farm Show build- 
ings at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 

“This is what convinced me that 
all this time I had been in the dark 
about the results of blood testing,’’ 
stated Misner, as he produced two 
leather-bound looseleaf record books. 
On each of the many pages of these 
volumes, there were recorded reports 
of the agglutination tests that had 
been made over a period of years in 
the Dunloggin herd, Ellicott City, 
Maryland. The first of these tests 
were at the usual intervals of six 
months, but following the finding of 
evidence of Bang’s Disease, frequency 
of tests were increased, until in some 
instances cattle were tested every 
week or ten days. 

As we sat in the warm autumnal 
sunshine and turned page after page, 
each devoted to a single animal, with 
all records meticulously arranged in 
the Misner style, one became im- 
pressed with the fact that blood test- 
ing a large herd is not unlike shak- 
ing dice or spinning a roulette wheel. 
(Misner never gambles.) On a cer- 
tain day, a cow’s number may go 
down and she will react. Within a 
month, her number may come up, 
and she will go through clean. 

This would seem _ unbelievable, 
were it not for the fact that the rec- 
ords of the Dunloggin herd could not 
be refuted. Here were reports with 
every test made under the direction 
of state veterinarian Doctor Mark 
Welsh, of the Maryland Livestock 
Sanitary Service. Here were recorded 
the story of the precarious career of 
valuable seed stock that might have 
been terminated much earlier, had it 
not been for Misner’s desire to learn 
more and to question the efficacy of 
the test and slaughter plan at that 
time of enjoying official sanction and 
approval. In this connection, it 
should be mentioned that Misner 
turned thumbs down on “‘slaughter- 
ing the evidence,” as he puts it, and 
decided to keep his reacting cows. He 
also decided to begin a program of 
calfhood vaccination, but adults were 
not vaccinated, and furthermore, no 
aborters nor reactors were disposed 
of because of these reasons. 

Presented here are the case his- 
tories of a number of animals, none 
of which were vaccinated, which 
show the unpredictable results that 
may be obtained from blood testing. 
As Misner emphatically stated, ‘‘“Most 
of the cows whose records appear in 
this book should be_ theoretically 
dead, provided tests at six months 
intervals had been applied on specific 
days. With a few exceptions, the 
entire herd would have passed nega- 
tive, had they been tested on certain 
other days.”’ 

“Another important point that 
stands out in the records is the speed 
with which certain animals in the 





Dunloggin herd went from negative 
to positive, and positive to negative. 
Take for example, the case of Dun- 
loggin AD, a _ four-year-old that 
passed clean in all dilutions on July 
27, 1939. The next day she fresh- 
ened and in less than a week (August 
2) she was suspicious. Three weeks 
to the day thereafter, she was posi- 
tive in all four dilutions; a week later 
she had begun to clear up, and by 
November 1, she was positive only at 
1:25. She has since had six negative 
tests, as the following record shows:”’ 


Dunloggin AD—Born May 7, 1935 
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Dunloggin AW, born March 2, 
1934, has had much the same history, 
except that she aborted less than 
three weeks after she had passed a 
negative test, which Misner points 
out, helps to convince him that the 
agglutination test has_ restricted 
value as a diagnostic agent, and that 
abortion strikes too swiftly to depend 
upon the test as a means of remov- 
ing exposed animals before they lose 
their calves. The following chart 
shows that this cow was negative on 
June 21, 1939; aborted July 8: was 
positive in all dilutions on July 13. 
Two months later, on September 13, 
she was beginning to clear up, and 
another six weeks later, November 
1, 1939, she was negative. She has 
since freshened normally, and ex- 
cept for a suspicious reaction on 
July 27, has had quite a satisfactory 
record.

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“Still another case is that of a 
loggin OS, born on November 1, 193 
that was negative as a junior sot 
year-old when tested on February 21, 
1939, has had 17 tests within 18 
months, and although she has fresh- 
ened normally, on at least four dif- 
ferent tests, she would have been 
taken out of the herd as a reactor 
by the officials of most states. Twice 
would have have been classified as 
suspicious, and eight times would 
she have gone through clean. The 
fate of this cow would have depended 
entirely on the day she was tested, 


as will be seen from the following 
chart:”’

Misner turned to the record of Dun- 
loggin PM, born October 31, 1936, 
whose record is given below. ‘She 
was a good one, and I am certainly 
glad that we didn’t submerge her 
in the Bang’s ‘blood bath,’”’ stated 
Mr. Misner.

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The Pennsylvania Farm Show 


HE Holstein entries at Harrisburg’s twenty-fifth an- 
T nua Farm Show, January 20 to 24, made by far the 

largest breed exhibit in the history of the event, fill- 
ing practically as much of the big dairy barn as all of 
the other breeds put together. One hundred and twenty- 
eight entries were catalogued, with 115 appearing in the 
ring in the individual classes. Paul B. Misner judged 
Holsteins on Monday, with an interested ringside on 
hand from start to finish. 

Twenty-one exhibitors won prize awards, the lion’s 
share going to Lauxmont whose 12 head (12 is the 
maximum number of entries allowed one exhibitor) 
brought back a total of three championships and 10 
firsts and four seconds. W. H. Sheaffer, and son Meryl, 
of Huntsdale, accounted for four firsts and the other 
junior championship, with Earl Groff and Robertson 
Farms each winning one blue ribbon. 

Comments on the Classes 

W. H. Sheaffer earned the admiration of the ringside 
on the beautiful job of fitting and finishing on his string. 
His junior yearling bull led the rather interesting class 
of nine entries and went on to win the junior champion- 
ship. He is a sleek, black, open-ribbed fellow, and 
paired with his two-year-old sister went on to win the 
Produce class. 

The most interesting contest of the show was the 
battle for senior and grand championship bull between 
Safemaster, of Lauxmont, and Earl Groff’s big white 
Jannek bull, a son of Sir Inka May 21st. The Groff 
bull was much better behaved in the ring than he was 
at the National Dairy Show, where it took three men to 
handle him. Nine years old, he is remarkably free from 
faults, with the clean sharp shoulder, the dairy head and 
neck, and the top, rump and body capacity most judges 
admire. He fell short in one all-important point, how- 
ever, the unsoundness of his hind feat and legs, and the 
flashy two-year-old Safemaster, perhaps a bit behind 
up to this point, went into the lead and was awarded 
both the senior and grand championship. Since Dun- 
loggin was the breeder of Safemaster (a son of Wood- 
master) Howard Barker, judging Ayrshires next door, 
stepped over and placed him in both the two-year-old 
class and the championship class. 

One of the sweetest youngsters of the show topped 
the heifer calf class—Lauxmont’s daughter of Montie 
out of old Colantha Rose Mooie (the mother of Adro- 
della), who has just finished a 1000-lb record. Lack of 
maturity was against her in the race for championship 
honors with Sheaffer’s shapely junior yearling Invinc- 
ible daughter, and the Montie daughter from Lauxmont 
that won the senior yearling class, with the latter win- 
ning the decision. 

In the two-year-old heifer class the 4-H boys stole 
the show. By taking out of the final line up only the 
second place animal, a nice Lauxmont heifer by a son 
of old ‘“‘Popeye,”’ the rest of the money places were all 
club heifers. The winner was Rolling Knoll Piebe Mer- 
cedes, Meryl Sheaffer’s club heifer, a beauty, with an 
exceptional udder, good capacity and marked dairy 
character. 





The udders in the milking classes were remarkably 
g00d from top to bottom. Wayne Schultz of East Green- 
ville fought it out with Earl Groff for the three-year-old 
blue ribbon, winning first on a daughter of Pabst Sir 
Moncade Cornflower, Groff entries placing second and 
third. Two lovely and well known Montie daughters 
from Lauxmont, ‘‘Countess Again” and ‘“Burnella’”’ 
Placed one and two in the four-year-old class, and an- 
other, ‘‘Lucinda,”’ featuring udder, dairy head, neck and 
shoulder, with lots of capacity, led the aged cow class, 
and went on to the senior and grand championship. 


The breeder’s herd class of five animals in each 
froup was in the bag for Lauxmont, showing for their 
entry their three champions along with another first and 
a second prize heifer. Their Montie get of sire (three 
animals) looked better than at the National, with udders 
at just the right stage of lactation. Wayne Schultz had 
a nice group by his Pabst bull in second place.

Colantha Abbekerk on her recent sensational champion- 
ship record announced in this issue. Her production 
under 3-time-a-day milking of 29208 lbs milk, 4.3%, 
1263 lbs fat makes her the champion of our breed under 
these conditions, by a wide margin. Former breed 
champion and still U. S. Champion in Class B, is Rolo 
Pontiac Fayne Burke, star of the Bellevue Dairy herd in 
Maryland, with 1190.9 lbs fat. All-breed championship 
for 3-time work still rests with the great imported Ayr- 
shire cow, Ardgowan Valda, owned by F. C. Biggs & Son, 
of Ontario, with 1,356 lbs fat. 

This performance is especially pleasing to the Editor 
as he has known and admired Montvic Rag Apple Col- 
antha Abbekerk since her heifer days.

What Are Our “War Aims?” 


OME of our state officials still utter brave words on 

Sy the progress of eliminating Bang’s disease under 
the test and slaughter plan, but they demonstrate 

along with it a singular lack of trust in what they are 
accomplishing by requiring animals from such herds to 
demonstrate their freedom from infection within a few 
minutes before shipment into some other area. 

Along with this goes similar protestation of belief in 
the effectiveness of calf vaccination, but then a negation 
of that belief by imposing of stringent rules regarding 
their movement during the period when they normally 
would show a titer on agglutination test. 

All of which raises the question as to just what our 
air is in this attempt to eliminate or control Bang’s 
Disease. It is necessarily to secure herds that are com- 
pletely negative to the agglutination test, or to protect 
our herds from Bang’s Disease and secure full calf crops. 

We think some of our officials need to revise their 
basic thinking on this subject. It is significant that Fed- 
eral veterinarians who have been working closely with 
this subject, do not hesitate to recommend vaccination 
of calves born in certified herds. 


Further in this connection, we were impressed with a

I do not feel that our vaccine at 
the present time is perfect, nor our methods in use, but 
through observations in this State, I cannot but make 
the comment that we can at least supplant high suscep- 
tibility with high resistance.”

Federal Court Convicts For Pedigree Fraud 


F particular interest to all breeders of registered 
Orie stock is a case recently decided in Federal 

Court at Minneapolis, Minn. In this case, an in- 
dividual, Charles W. Brown, Marcus, Iowa, was con- 
victed and sentenced to jail on a charge of fraudulent 
use of the United States Mails in securing false pedigrees 
from the Percheron Horse Association of America by 
means of false representations to that association. The 
sentence imposed was confinement in a Federal penal in- 
stitution at Sandstone, Minn., for a period of nine 
months. Brown had been confined in jail in Minneapol- 
is for four months before sentence was imposed, which 
confinement was taken into consideration. 

Brown had secured from the Percheron Horse As- 
sociation 57 pedigrees for horses which he claimed he 
owned. At the time an investigation was made by the 
Association he owned only one Percheron. 

Evidence was admitted at the trial to the effect that 
Brown had sold grade Percherons to an innocent buyer, 
Eldon Siehl of New Ulm, Minn., and that these animals 
were represented as purebreds and supplied with false 
pedigrees which Brown had obtained from the Perch- 
eron Association with intent to defraud. 

This is the first prosecution of this kind by the United 
States Government. It was handled by U. S. District At- 
torney Victor Anderson of St. Paul, Minn., who was as- 
sisted by John Sparks, post office inspector Sioux City, 
Iowa. The trial took place before Federal Judge Mat- 
thew M. Joyce of Minneapolis. The penalty provided for 
such an offense is a fine of not more than $1,000 or an 
imprisonment in a Federal penitentiary for not more 
than five years, or both. 

Charles W. Brown was expelled from the Percheron 
Horse Association of America in 1936, upon charges 
based upon the same fraudulent acts for which the above 
conviction was obtained. The outcome of this trial af- 
fects each of the 75 purebred registry associations in the 
United States and the more than 500,000 farmer breeders 
which these associations represent. The fact that the 
United States Government is determined to prosecute 
any breeders who knowingly obtain false pedigrees 
through the use of the United States mails, with intent 
to defraud, should result in a great decrease of such 
fraudulent practices in the future. 


Delegate Election For 1941 


EREWITH we present the calendar of precedure in 
H connection with the choosing of the delegates for 

the 56th Annual Convention of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America which will be held June 4, 
1941 at Lansing, Mich. 

Before February 4, the Secretary will mail to all 
members blank forms for making nominations. Each 
State is entitled to one delegate and one additional dele- 
gate for every 150 active members or majority fraction 
thereof. Any member is eligible to serve as a delegate, 
and the nominating petitions require the signatures of 
two members except in states having more than 10 dele- 
gates. This applies only to New York and Wisconsin. 
March 6, 1941, is the last date for the Secretary to re- 
ceive nominating petitions. 

The ballots for each state, carrying names of all 
members nominated from that state, are sent to the mem- 
bership about April 1. April 25, 1941 is the last date for 
mailing ballots. About May 1, 1941, after the vote has 
been canvassed by a special committee, the Secretary 
notifies all delegates of their election. The Association 
reimburses all delegates for their railroad and pullman 
fares, or in equal amount if they travel by automobile. 

Proposals of amendments to the By-Laws may be 
made by any member and must be submitted to the Con- 
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vention in the call. The last date for submitting amend- 
ments is April 25, 1941. 

The total number of delegates to be elected this year 
is 124, an increase of one from last year. Indiana and 
Pennsylvania each gain one, while New York, which 
gained one the previous year, loses it this year. Total 
membership of the Association has increased, standing at 
32,005 on December 31, 1940. The following table gives 
the distribution by States.

ANOTHER “NEW WRINKLE” 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In reply to your invitation to readers to comment on 
Herdsman’s Corner question concerning ‘“* ‘new wrinkle’ 
giving greatest satisfaction in 1940’’ may I state that 
ours was the mechanical wet nurse!! This contrivance, 
combined with elevated floors, has brought the health 
and growth of our young herd to above average. 


The mechanical wet nurse is a pail that can be hung 
on the wall or partition so that the calf can nurse or 
suck from the rubber teat the same as it would from it’s 
dam (no trouble at all to start them on it). And there- 
by hangs a tale—for the act of nursing causes the calf 
to take milk slowly (not in glups as when drinking) 
and mix it with saliva in the manner nature intended. 
This is followed by good digestion and radiant health— 
how they do frisk and run around the stalls. There 
are not pot-bellied calves; their ribs are well sprung 
and paunches up where they belong as youngsters. Their 
backs are broad and their coats shine. 

To date we have had less than five cases of scours 
and these could all be traced to irregularities of feed- 
ing and respond in 48 hours or less, without medicine in 
most cases.

NORTON DISCUSSES CLASSIFICATION CHANGES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World; 


In looking over the reports of the Illinois and Wis- 
consin State Association meetings in the January 4 issue 
of the World, I note some discussion of the Herd Classi- 
fication rules as amended at the last meeting of the 
Board of Directors held in Chicago November 22 and 23, 
1940, and from these discussions it is apparent that there 
is considerable misunderstanding about these changes. 
In order that any misapprehension in regard to the Herd 
Classification rules as revised may be cleared up, I wish 
to advise that the rules now provide that any female 
classified Fair may be reclassified on application of the 
owner with fee to cover, but that the registration of her 
male calves is barred until such time as she is reclassified 
and given a higher rating. 


This change to bar registration of bulls from females 
of any age classified Far is a good improvement in the 
rules in my opinion. Under the original plan, when a 
heifer under four years of age was classified Fair regis- 
tration of male calves was not barred but the rules pro- 
vided that she must be offered for reclassification at a 
subsequent inspection of the herd after she had reached 
four years of age; and if she was again classified Fair 
the rule barring registration of male calves “became effec- 
tive. Under this original plan reclassification of cows 
over four years of age classified Fair was not permitted. 
However, we found that a large percentage of the heifers 
classified Fair, were never reclassified. As these heifers 
were sold out of the herd before the next classification 
and hence the barring of registration of the bull calves 
never became effective even though it might have been 
very desirable. 


Under the new plan the registration of male calves 
will be barred regardless of age so long as the Fair class- 
ification stands, but the owner may apply for reclassifi- 
cation and if the cow shows sufficient improvement to 
warrant a higher rating the bar against registration of 
bull calves will be lifted. Under this new plan all certi- 
ficates of registry for females classified Fair will be en- 
dorsed ‘‘Male calves from this cow not eligible for regis- 
try.”” Then, if they are reclassified later on and given a 
rating of Good or higher a new certificate of registry 
will be issued. I believe that this revised plan will be 
more satisfactory than the old one. Certainly if a female 
shows such poor type that she would score less than 70 
points according to the official scale of points for the 
breed her sons would not be very desirable as herd sires 
but if she improves with age and development and is 
given a higher rating, the ban would be lifted and her 
bull calves would be eligible for registry. 


The other change in the rules provides that no female 
may be rated Excellent until after her second freshening. 
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This change seems desirable, also, and is in line with the 
change made a year ago in advancing the age of bulls to 
be eligible for inspection from two years to three years. 
Bulls change a great deal during their yearling and two- 
year-old form, and for that reason it seemed advisable 
to set three years as the minimum age of males for el- 
igibility for classification. Heifers change a great deal 
during their yearling and two-year-old form, also, and 
while it hardly seemed advisable to limit classification 
to females that had freshened the second time, the pro- 
vision that a heifer may not be rated higher than Very 
Good until after she has dropped her second calf seems 
reasonable. If she continues to improve with develop- 
ment rather than going the other way, then she may re- 
ceive the Excellent rating at a subsequent inspection.

Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk is a full 
sister to one of Canada’s greatest proven sires of all 
time, Montvic Colanthus Abbekerk 84429 CHB. This 
sire spent the greater part of his life in the Elm herd 
of R. Ray McLaughlin, Oshawa, Ont., where he sired 
more than half a hundred ROP daughters, including 
three with records of over 1000 lbs fat. His last days 
were spent in the herd of C. E. Johnson, Capron, IIL, 
who recently reported the death of this great sire. This 
bull and his sire, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, are the 
only two sires developed in Canada to have each sired 
three daughters with records over 1000 lbs fat.

A wire from Mount Victoria Farms, 
Hudson Heights, Quebec, announces 
the birth of twin sons on January 16 
to Montvic Bonheur Hartog, their 
world’s champion junior four-year- 
old with 1,153 lbs fat from 24,248 lbs 
milk, 4.75%, on three-time milking.

Dear M. §S. P. 

Received your letter and 
sponse will try to give you a few 
points of interest in regard to my 
trip to the West for the Stanford- 


in re- 


Nebraska Rose Bowl game. Left 
Minneapolis by plane at 12:20 A. M. 
Thursday (the day after Christmas). 
We flew non-stop to Billings, Mon- 
tana and yours truly was the only 
passenger aboard. The bad weather 
cancelled out the flight from Chicago 
to Minneapolis, hence the private 
ship. 

Arrived at the Seattle airport at 
10 A. M. and Len (call me Imperial) 
Hall met me. Out to Carnation 
Farms and the first person that I saw 
was my old friend Carl Gockerell. 
Hale and hearty as ever Carl said 
“‘Come up to the test barn before you 
leave’, just as though I would not 
visit him. It was not long before 
“Rube” Everly and Dr. George E. 
Dix of Marshfield, Oregon came into 
the farm office and we sat down and 
chatted a while before dinner. The 
usual meal and that means plenty 
of everything with a couple kinds of 
pie and cake to top it off. 

Len and I started off right after 


dinner to make the rounds of the 
barns. Passed through the hay and 
feed barn and it looked to me as 
though the supply was ample al- 
though the quality seemed to be 
poor (that is for Carnation). First 


of all we looked up the members of 
the 1940 All-American Get of Sire 
group. Of course we did not see 
them lined up together but as indiv- 
iduals, standing right in the stan- 
chions they looked like All-Ameri- 
cans,- make no mistake about that. 
It is just too bad that Carnation did 
not make the Eastern swing the past 
year, Rube thinks however that they 
will be able to make the trip to 
Waterloo and Memphis this fall. 

As we walked down the line in the 
first three-time barn my eye was 
filled with a beautiful individual, 
Len told me that she was Carnation 
Cinderella Juliana, an 891-lb, fat 
(3.8%) daughter of my old favorite, 
Inka the Great. If these fellows at 
Carnation would ever bring out a get 
of Inka the Great they really would 
have something (in my humble 
opinion). 

One of the best prospects in the 
Carnation herd today for a really 
sensational record, and you have to 
be careful how you use that word 
these days, is Carnation Ormsby 
Fayne Madcap. You will remember 
Maurice, that she only has a record 
of 1,209 lbs. fat and then Len, Carl 
and Rube talk about her being a 
good propect for another large rec- 
ord. I ask you, what is a prospect 
anyway? “Sandy”, Matador Segis 
Ormsby to the World readers, now 
has sixty daughters that have made 
over 800 lbs. of fat in a year with 
more on the way. Remember when 
you scoffed (M. S. P.) when I wrote 
you several years back and predicted 
70 to 75 daughters for ‘“‘Sandy’”’ with 
records of over 800 lbs. fat (only in 
those days we used the word butter). 
He now has twenty-five with records 
of over 1000 lbs. of fat in a year and 
what that number will be when the 


final record is in I do not know, your 
guess is as good as mine. Oh yes, 
last spring when I was out here I 
saw a very fine heifer in the three 
time string named, Carnation Home- 
stead Princess Inka, she nearly sev- 
ered a teat the day I was here, but 
the boys save that and what is more 
took her to Portland where she was 
a member of the Blue Ribbon “Get” 
that won All-American honors. Well 
this heifer will soon finish with over 
800 lbs. fat in class B with a nice 
high test as a Junior three-year-old. 

Down the line aways we find ‘Old 
Madcap” as they call her out here 
Cascade Madcap Violet Fayne 24d, 
only 1000-lb. fat producer with four 
better than 1000-lb. fat daughters 
and at that they have made up to 
1313-lbs. fat as you well know. 
Right now would be a good time to 
tell you, Maurice, about the greatest 
3-yr-old that I have ever seen. Her 
Name is Carnation Homestead Mad- 
cap and unless she falls over dead 
she should rank as one of the greatest 
heffers of all time. Figures bore me 
to death so I am just going to say 
that she is a first calf three year old, 
she was fresh in May and “Pink” 
Coleman and two other supervisors 
had just finished a constant watch 
test on this baby and she has made 
7.94 lbs. fat in two days and was 
milking right between 90 and 94 
Ibs. per day. What will she make? 
Well, you will have to figure it out. 
She only. has to make 1,117 Ibs. to 
be the World Champion 3-yr-old and 
Carl Gockerell promises that she will 
beat that. My guess (if all goes 
well) is between 1125 and 1165 lbs. 
Now remember she is only fresh with 
her first calf. A beautiful individ- 
ual, good top, good rump, good every- 
thing including her appetite she 
looks the part of a real champion. 


I asked Carl about the feed she 
was getting and here is what she 
eats per day. 21 lbs, of grain, 80 
lbs. of beets (chopped), 12-15 Ibs. 
hay (not so much for a Western cow) 
30 Ibs. silage. The noon that I left 
she milked 24.8 lbs. I weighed the 
milk so I should know (and the scale 
was balanced afterwards if you 
please). 

Down the line in the corner in the 
test barn is Carnation Homestead 
Bessie, who has a son in the herd of 
George Fox at Sycamore, Illinois. 
This cow should make between 1100 
and 1150 lbs. fat, are you listening 
George? 

Carnation has started a string of 
cows on test in Class B over at the 
other farm. In a big shell of a barn 
these daughters of ‘Governor’’, 
“Sandy’’, Sir Inka May and other 
sires are being given a chance on 
three time a day milking to see just 
what they will do. New will all of 
the boys who are testing in Class B, 
please go to the head of the class and 


say “I told you Carnation would 
come to it some day’’. Carnation 
still believes in the four time test 


they also believe that we have little 
enough of testing and if a breeder 
wants to milk twice a day all well 
and good, if he wants to milk three 
times a day that is fine too. So Maur- 


ice you can look for some fine Class 
B records from Carnation in the fu- 
ture. 

Oh yes, Carl Gockerell now feeds 
all of his test cows at one time. For 
years he has fed every cow as she 
was milked but now thinks that they 
will do better if they all get their 
wet, slop feed at the same time. The 
hay was still stacked up ‘‘sky high” 
in front of all the cows in the test 
barn, what they do not eat goes to 
the heifers and dry cows.

REGISTRATION 

During the year ended December 
31, 1940, we registered 145,340 ani- 
mals, exceeding the previous high 
record for any single year, which 
was set in 1929 when we recorded 
the pedigrees of 125,365 animals. 
The 1940 figures exceeded 1939 by 
nearly 60,000 and were 20,000 over 
the 1929 record. This great in- 
crease was due principally to the 
change in fees effective January 1, 
1940, and caused a tremendous con- 
gestion in the Registry Department 
throughout the year; and many ap- 
plications are still pending. During 
the year, we handled 51,414 trans- 
fers of ownership, the largest num- 
ber since 1931, and added 783 new 
members, the largest number of new 
members since 1934; so that all in 
all 1940 was “a big year” for the 
organization.

Said Mr. Misner, “It also seems as 
though Bang’s Disease may not be so 
prevalent in herds that are not fol- 
lowing a test and slaughter program 
because of the fact that the calves 
born in such herds may develop a 
natural immunity. We have a case 
in point at Dunloggin, with a par- 
ticularly choice individual that we 
tested eight times in the first seven 
months of his life. Ten days after he 
was born, he was negative. Eighteen 
days after his birth, he was positive 
in all dilutions, and remained that 
way until he was less than five 
months old, when he began to clear 
up, and at seven months of age he 
was negative, a condition which has 
prevailed up until his most recent 


test, as will be shown from the fol- 
lowing chart:”’

“I run the 
airplane much cheaper than I could 
a car, that is a good car, and the sav- 
ing of time is quite an item. One 
great advantage is that in the winter- 
time you can equip the airplane with 
skis and the condition of the roads 
or snow storms doesn’t have to worry 
the traveling man at all. It is easy 
enough to land within a block of 
some gas station to get gassed up if 
necessary. About the only time it is 
hard to get near the farm you might 
be going to is during June and of 
July when the crops are growing and 
the first crop of hay is not yet cut. 
After the first crop of hay is cut the 
landing fields are quite numerous. I 
figured I saved enough time so I 
could afford to stay on the ground a 


month during that time if neces- 
sary.”’ 
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NEW HARVESTERS FOR MAKING 
GRASS SILAGE 

Forage harvesters tested by agri- 
cultural engineers at the University 
of Wisconsin in 1940 save a great 
deal of hard work in the making of 
grass silage, as they mow the stand- 
ing grass, chop it, and load it into 
a wagon in one trip across the field. 
Floyd Duffee, who pioneered in the 
experimentation, says that beside 
making grass silage, a forage har- 
vester can be fitted with pickup at- 
tachment to handle dry hay in the 
windrow, as well as strew left on the 
field by combines. At least one 
make can be converted into sta- 
tionary ensilage cutter for use with 
corn. Engineers hope they will 
eventually be able to adapt the 
machines so they can be used to 
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chop corn in the field, eliminating 
the need for a corn binder.

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9. Any registered bull calf which (if classified) fails to classify 


Good or higher, or all of whose classified offspring (8 or 
more) fail upon classificatien to reach an average score or 
75 or more, or whose index (if secured) on the first 6 or 
more of his daughters is less than 12.000 pounds of 3.5 
milk or 11,060 pounds of 4% fat corrected milk will thereby 
automatically lose his Registered status and his calves, born 
to services after notification from the Breed Association that 
the bull has lost his registered status due to poor type in 
himself or his offspring and/or a too low index of trans- 
mitting ability for production, will not be eligible for reg- 
istration. 

The working of such a system should not prove diffi- 
cult to put into operation. There remain, of course, 
two questions to be answered. First, will it be possible 
to register enough good bulls with the above system in 
operation? Second, would such a system prevent poor 
bulls from being registered and not prevent the registra- 
tion of good bulls? The answers to these questions can 
be found through research in the Registration and Test- 
ing Departments of the Breed at Brattleboro, Vermont. 
First we need the facts about present day registrations, 
testing and classifying for type and an intelligent esti- 
mate of the amount of additional testing and classifying 
such a mandatory system for the registration of bull 
calves would create. 


The writer has just made a study of the 705 bulls 
indexed at the end of Volume 11 of the Red Book. The 
B indexes of these bulls were all changed to a standard 
4% fat corrected milk basis (.4 of the milk index plus 
15 times the total fat) in order to smooth out the differ- 
ences in fat test and put them all on a common basis. 
The results are shown in the following graph. 


Five of these 705 bulls had indexes at the 6,000 
pounds of 3.5% milk level, three of them at the 7,000 
pounds of 3.5% milk level and so on up to three bulls 
at the 23,000 pounds of 3.5% milk level. The general 
everage for all these bulls indexes was at the 14,000 
pounds of 3.5% milk level wi‘h 343 of these bulls below 
the average and 362 of them above the average. The 
above suggested scheme recommends, in section 9 of the 
stipulations for putting the scheme into operation, that 
future registration of calves be denied to bulls that have 
demonstrated their transmission of low production, by 
means of their indexes, below the level of 12,000 pounds 
of 3.5% milk, or its equivalent of 11,000 pounds of 4% 
fat corrected milk. This would mean that the 157 low- 
est bulls in the graph would now lose their standing as 
Registered Bulls and the right to have future offspring 
(after 9 months) registered. It is not proposed to do 
anything about their offspring which have already been 
registered. These 157 bulls are the low 22% of these 
705 bulls in Volume 11 of the Red Book. It would seem 
that the only sensible thing to do, after a bull has al- 
ready demonstrated his inability to transmit good profit- 
able production, would be to stop that bull from having 
any additional registered offspring—-in other words, to 
begin making registration somewhat selective. 

The accomplishments of the Holstein breed are al- 
most too numerous to mention. From an original num- 
ber of importations in the neighborhood of 10,000 there 
are now over three million registered in America plus 
more than half a million in Canada. In addition, prob- 
able more than 50% of the grade dairy animals in Amer- 
ica are Holsteins and no doubt more than 50% of the 
milk produced in America every day is produced by 
pure bred or grade Holsteins. According to Mr. House- 
holder, Director of Extension for the Holstein breed, 
there have been 403 Holsteins that have made 100,000 
pounds cf milk in their lifetime; 311 that have made 
better than 1,000 pounds of butterfat in a year; 138 
that have milked more than 30,000 pounds of milk in 
one year. These accomplishments cannot be matched at 
the present time by any other breed in America; to 
say nothing of being matched by grades and crossbreds. 

The Holstein Breed Association, in the writer’s opin- 
ion. is one of the most democratic to be found in America 
today and there is no other breed that is its peer in 
shaping its veneral activities to benefit the average smal] 
breeder. This good breed and excellent breed associa- 
tion now face a very difficult problem. That problem is 
to stop the registration of animals as pure bred Holsteins 
unless they can meet certain stipulations as to their own 
merit or that derived from their ancestors or exhibited 
in their offspring. It seems logical to begin this selective 
process with bulls, more particularly with bull calves. 
The writer has no illusions about being able to con- 

offhand a workable system that is basically and

scientifically sound, and at the same time not too com- 
plicated to be put into immediate operation on the basis 
of the sure knowledge that it will do the job which the 
situation demands to be done. The above suggestions 
are intended to start a discussion. Surely there is enough 
both of intelligence and of interest among Holstein 
breeders and breed officials to work out a fair scheme 
which is both sound and workable so that the breed may 
continue its onward progress at an accelerated rate. 
There is a lot of good breeding material among regis- 
tered Holsteins at the present time. Unfortunately, too, 
there is some material among registered Holsteins that 
from a breeding or genetic standpoint should not be 
there. It is not proposed to cancel any present registra- 
tions, but it is proposed that some means be devised 
so that in the future poor breeding or poor genetic mate- 
rials will not be allowed to parade themselves as pure 
bred Holstein cattle. Only by preventing inferior ani- 
mals from acquiring the status of pure breds and retract- 
ing that given status when breeding facts warrant such 
action can the breed assure its own perpetuity as one of 
the leading breeds of animals in the world. The situa- 
tion demands our best thought and effort and when these 
materialize into intelligent and energetic action, the 
breed will have taken another great forward stride, 
probably greater than any of those which have pre- 
ceded it and this seventh step in Holstein progress 
should be followed, when the proper time arrives, by 
step Number 8—its logical corollary—Selective Regis- 
tration of Females. 


Hybrid Heifers 
O BREEDER of registered dairy cattle should fear 
N legitimate competition, but at the same time, he 

owes it to himself to be on the alert for unfair 
trade practices. In recent issues of several: farm papers, 
there appeared an advertisement for ‘‘hyrid dairy heif- 
ers.”” Unimportant as this may seem, it may be the 
first step in a promotional program for dairy cattle of 
mixed and unknown breeding that may prove quite mis- 
leading. 

Granting that there may be commercial merit in care- 
fully bred hybrid dairy cattle, purebred interests (and 
the farm press) are justified in insisting that the term 
“hybrid’’ shall not be indiscriminately applied to cattle 
of mixed breeding or unknown ancestry. It does not 
follow that because years of scientific study and aggres- 
sive sales methods have established the merits of hybrid 
corn, dairy cattle of mixed breeding can be ethically 
described as hybrids, and that they may be depended 
upon to increase production. 

Those who have the interests of the dairy industry 
at heart should insist that the term “hybrid” as related 
to dairy cattle, be carefully defined, and that its use 
in advertising dairy cattle be governed by fair trade 
practices. No established breeder is afraid of the com- 
petition of the ‘“‘hybrid heifer,” but let’s not permit any 
ee regarding her merits.—The Ayrshire

First sale of the new year was the 
dispersal of the Wehle Farms herd 
at Scottsville, N. Y., on January 3.

Only 
one bull was included, the herd, sire 
Hillview Cascade Colantha, a year- 
ling ovt of a dam with a CTA record 
of 908 lbs fat in 305 days on 2-time 
milking. He was’ purchased at 
$327.50 by L. W. Van Cleef, Seneca 
Falls, N. Y. Nine cows brought 
over $200, with the top, $260, paid 
for the 4-year-old Piebe Johanna 
Posch Artis, a daughter of the Yates- 
bred Prince Adrian Posch. The pur- 
chaser was Arthur Ball, Clarence, 
N. Y. There were 28 buyers, all 
from New York State.

A VACCINATION REPORT 


When our seven animals, recently 
bled, are vaccinated shortly, we will 
have cooperated with the State and 
Federal calfhood vaccination plan in 
the vaccination of an even one hun- 
dred animals, two of which are our 
present Winterthur Farms’ bred 
Agni and Taurus sires, both being 
delivered in time to vaccinate. This 
number, I understand, represents up- 
wards of 10%’ of all the animals vac- 
cinated by the State and Federal 
Governments in New York state, 
under this plan, among the some 24 
or 25 herds cooperating. It is also 
perhaps, close to 1% of those simi- 
larly vaccinated in the United States. 
Therefore, our experience is inter- 
esting. 

Of course, the animals are vac- 
cinated as calves with strain 19, be- 
tween 5 and 8 months of age. 


Under the new rules, the 1-25 
dilution is ignored and the chart of 
the herd shows every single one of 
these animals, which have been vac- 
cinated for 18 months, or more, is 
minus in all brackets or entirely free 
in all dilutions. Likewise the animals 
vaccinated within a period of 18 
months are clearing up in progres- 
sive order as all their other stable- 
mates havé. 

Among these vaccinated animals 
is one heifer which did not show 
hegative during the period it other- 
wise would have been vaccinated, 
doubtless having become naturally 
infected, but this animal now in turn 
is entirely free on the chart. 

This fall a vaccinated first calf 
heifer aborted at seven months. I 
immediately called Dr. Witner, who 
came and took required samples, 
and laboratory tests at Cornell Uni- 
versity showed the animal free from 
infectious abortion, and she likewise 
is entirely negative on this last test. 

When we started to vaccinate 4% 
years ago, we left all infected ani- 
mals, about 16%, in the herd and 
have since eliminated none solely 
On account of such infection, but 


rather have disposed of them as 
they ceased to be profitable pro- 
ducers, 


Negative and positive ani- 
mals were mixed indiscriminately in 
the herd with no effort of segrega- 
tion whatever. 

On the last blood test, December 
17, 1940, one of the remaining six 
reactors in the herd had become nega- 
tive, leaving now only five reactors 
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of over 100 animals at present in 
the herd (younger bulls excluded). 
Included in these are 11 animals 
which have never been vaccinated, 
but which are likewise entirely nega- 
tive on the chart. 

Therefore, from our experience, I 
think it may be reasonably expected 
that upon the elimination of these 
five reactors, assuming that the pre- 
sent plan of vaccination is continued, 
the whole herd will be free, sub- 
stantially or entirely, of infectious 
abortion not only, but better still, 
immune from contamination similar 
to our sad experience of reinfection 
of our formerly negative herd under 
the old test and slaughter plan. In 
other words, by faithfully pursuing 
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a policy of vaccinate and wait, we 
confidently hope soon for a negative 
herd with Bang headaches elimi- 
nated.

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The Foundation of the Chapman Herd 


The Chapman herd was founded in 
the neighborhood of 18 years ago. 
Their first herd sire, purchased from 
Carnation Farms, was Matador Glory, 
a son of Matador Segis Walker, 
from Aaggie Cornie Johanna with 
822 lbs. fat. Matador Segis Walker 
has 183 A R daughters and sired 
the All-American Get of Sire in 1922. 
It is also noteworthy that he is a 
brother to Segis Walker Matador, 
the grandsire of Carnation Inka 
Walker Hazelwood who has 1,149 
lbs. fat with a 4.7% test and is also 
the dam of Governor of Carnation 
who was the Leading Honor List 
Sire in 1939 and sire of the All- 
American Get of Sire in 1938, 1939 
and 1940. 


The next herd sire purchased was 
Triune Ormsby Supreme, a linebred 
K. P. O. P. bull with three genera- 
tions of 1000-lb. cows for his dams. 
The next herd sire purchased was 
Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, son of 
Triune Ormsby Piebe from a daugh- 
ter of K. P. O. P. with 881 lbs. fat 
as a 5-yr-old. The next sire was 
Triune Iowa Supreme, a son of Triune 
Supreme from Iowa Duchess Yuma 
with 852 lbs. fat. Following this a 
son of “59th’’ was used from Korn- 
dyke Alcartra Albino, known as the 
World Record Cow in Class C, having 
produced over 800 lbs. fat, 23,883 
lbs. milk, twice a day milking. 

These herd sires were followed 
by Montvic Rag Apple Starlight, son 
of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst from a 


938-lb. fat daughter of Johanna Rag 


Apple Pabst. Unfortunately the 
“Starlight’”’ bull died this winter but 
he leaves a great bunch of daughters 
and granddaughters, mostly from 
the K. P. O. P. dams in the herd. 
The bulls in service today are sons 
of ‘Starlight’; Springbank Captivator 
Lad and W. I. S. Governor Bess 
Burke. Springbank Captivator Lad 
is a son of Captivator and from 
Springbank Aristocrat Betsy with 
705 lbs. fat as 2-yr-old and a full 
sister to Springbank Aristocrat Ada- 
line with 986 lbs. fat, 3.85% test and 
925 lbs. fat, 25,558 lbs milk as a 
3-yr-old on three-time milking 
(World records for both fat and 
milk). Incidentally, there are four 
World-Record dams in the pedigree 
of Springbank Captivator Lad. WIS 
Governor Bess Burke’s six nearest

dams average 729 lbs. fat. His sire 
carries two crosses of Marathon Bess 
Burke and his dam is a granddaugh- 
ter of Creator. 

At the time that Chapman Farms 
was founded Mr. Chapman had great 
confidence in Bob Haeger who se- 
lected his foundation herd sires and 
females. Many of the foundation 
animals came from Pickering Farms 
of Missouri and Collins Farm of Kan- 
sas. At the time Pickering Farms’ 
herd was dispersed in 1927, a herd 
of 300 head and perhaps the greatest 
herd of Holsteins assembled in Mis- 
souri at that time, Bob Haeger picked 
out 23 head for Chapman Farms. 
The animals selected from the Collins 
herd were practically all daughters 
of Marathon Bess Burke 3d and were 
all high testing animals Eight founda- 
tion females were also purchased 
from the Chapmandale herd of 
River Falls, Wis. 

Harvey Hartvigsen writes, ‘‘The 
Chapmandale animals were also se- 
lected principally on the basis of 
butterfat tests.”’ 


“When we originally started our 
herd, we hoped to establish a butter- 
fat test of better than the average of 
the Holstein breed. We discussed 
this with many breeders and we were 
much ridiculed at the time for at- 
tempting such a task. We, however, 
paid considerable attention to the 
test in the ancestry of the bulls and 
I believe our present herd test aver- 
age will justify our efforts along this 
line. We were much more interested 
in establishing a good test in our Hol- 
steins than we were in establishing 
show type. However, with the ad- 
vent of Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th in- 
to our herd, our type was all we 
wanted it to be. 

“About this time we commenced 
to show in local shows and with 
some degree of success. We started 
the second year to show on the major 
circuit. We showed for five years 
on the major circuit and in this per- 
iod we took over 1,000 blues and 
championships, taking Reserve All- 
American heifer calf in 1931, and 
coming back in 1932 with her full 
sister All-American heifer calf. 

“During this period we made a 
few Class ‘‘A’’ records, breaking the 
state record for milk production 
which has stood for eighteen years. 
However, since we were principally

interested in breeding bulls for our 
milk producers supplying milk for 
our distribution plant, this work was 
unnecessary and was dropped and 
cow testing association work (two- 
time-milking) has been done instead. 
The prices paid for our herd sires 
varied from $1,000 to $2,350.” 


Without doubt, the dispersal of 
the L. J. Chapman herd marks an 
advent in history and breeders and 
prospective breeders have an excell- 
ent opportunity to buy the results 
of 18 years of breeding. The herd 
has been Tuberculin tested for years 
and is negative to the Bang’s test. 
There will be a great many young 
calves and yearling heifers that have 
worlds of breeding back of them off- 
ered in this herd. There will be cows 
that have good cow testing associa- 
tion records at the present time and 
foundation animals capable of going 
ahead and making 600, 700 and 800 
lbs. fat or more on three or four time 
milking. The sale of this herd is 
under the direction of W. L. Baird, 
Waukesha, Wis. and Francis Darcey, 
Watertown, Wis.

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Better Shows for the Same Money 


By TOM WHITAKER, Ayrshire Breeders’ Digest 


With the dropping out of the pic- 
ture of numerous travelling show 
herds because of reduced preminums 
and the failure of present premium 
lists and classificiations to interest 
nearby farmers in exhibiting, many 
local and county fairs which once 
boasted cattle exhibits of a quality 
that really brought people to the 
fair, have received a point where the 
cattle shows are not truly representa- 
tive of their industry and much less, 
are not the attendance builders they 
once were. 

With the full realization of the 
importance of the agricultural de- 
partment in making a fair fulfill the 
purpose for which fairs were prim- 
arily established, Myron M. Fuerst, 
a prominent Angus and Percheron 
breeder of Pine Plains, New York, 
arranged a meeting of representa- 
tives of the various breed associa- 
tions to discuss ways and means of 
improving local shows in the North- 
east. 

Analysis of certain small fair 
premium lists revealed that in many 
cases from a fourth to a half of 
the premium money offered is never 
taken, primarily because of its par- 
ticular allocation. For example, at 
a small Vermont fair offering $164 
in prizes for each breed, $20 was 
allocated to bulls three years old and 
over aS compared to $14 for aged 
cows. This same relative distribu- 
tion of cash prizes is not uncommon 
at many other fairs, simply because 
the standard classification for large 
fairs has been thought suitable for 
the small ones and no effort has 
been made to make it better suit 
present-day conditions. 

The motor truck and trailer have 
added substantially to the ease with 
which smaller groups of cattle can 
be economically hauled reasonable 
distances by their owners. This plus 
the fact that one-day shows without 
premiums have proven very success- 
ful in many rural sections suggests 
that if local farmers could exhibit 
a few cattle at their local fair with 
some assurance of at least break- 
ing even, many would undoubtedly 
be interested. 

Few farms own bulls that are 
three years old and over, and fitting 
and hauling old bulls is expensive 
business. Handling them is usually 
risky and few local fair barns have 
safe places to tie them. Yet in spite 
of these known facts, many fairs 
have continued to place top money 
on old bulls and not have it taken. 

To those who have given consider- 
able thought to this matter, it seems 
possible to improve local cattle shows 
by putting the most money on those 
classes which are likely to atract 
the largest entry and have the great- 
est commercial significance. Second- 
ly, by making certain slight but 
sound modifications in the old 
Classifications it seems possible to 
develop a_ classification that will 
make it possible for an exhibitor to 
compete in more classes with fewer 
animals than has heretofore been 
required. 

The classification that has been 


proposed includes classes for bull 
calves, yearling bulls and bulls two 
years old or over. No change has 
been considered advisable for the 
open female classes. In the group 
classes, however, there seems to be 
a considerable opportunity for con- 
structive shifts and it is proposed 
that it be permissible to head the 
graded or exhibitor’s herd with a bull 
a year old or over rather than re- 
quire a bull two years old or over. 
The fact that the majority of com- 
mercial herds are headed by yearling 
bulls indicate that this proposal is 
very sound. 

The customary requirement for 
young herds is one yearling bull, 
two yearling heifers and two heifer 
calves. Most shows have a class for 
junior yearling heifers and one for 
senior yearling so two yearlings for 
the young herd is all right. But 
only one half class is found at recent 
shows. As a consequence, the only 
reason why an exhibitor has to carry 
two calves is to compete in the young 
herd class. Therefore, one heifer 
calf is proposed as being sufficient 
for the young herd. 

Because most shows only have 
three classes for females in milk 
and because many dairy herd groups 
of four animals include one cow that 
tends to detract from the rest, it 
has been proposed that dairy herds 
consist of three females in milk 
rather than four. This change eli- 
minates the need for a double entry 
in the milking classes. 

Get of Sire groups usually include 
four animals, not more than two 
to be bulls, and the proposal here is 
for groups of three, with not more 
than one bull ineluded. The _ pro- 
duce class for two animals from the 
same dam has real merit. In addi- 
tion to the above, a new breeder 
class is suggested that shall consist 
of the best three females of any age, 
bred by exhibitor. 

There is food for thought in the 
subject of improving our local shows. 
After all, fairs or exhibitions of any 
kind make show windows for agri- 
cultural products. If used, they 
can be of a real asset to exhibitors. 
Wins in competition are a measure 
of excellence that has news and ad- 
vertising value. More displays of 
livestock should be helpful to the 
livestock business and classifications 
that interest more exhibitors will at- 
tract a bigger gate at the fair.

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that the number of quarts times 
2.15 pounds, which is the weight of 
a quart of milk, will give the amount 
of milk shown on the weigh scales 
at the station. Dairymen should 
keep these records and check their 
weights with the total for the month 
as reported by the milk plant. These 
figures are useful to have in noting 
the variation from day to day in the 
amount of milk produced by the 
herd. The quarts are easier to 
study than the pounds, because of 
the smaller number of figures. 
With the general use by milk pro- 
ducers of this simple method of 
checking the quantities of milk sent 
to the station any temptation that 
weighmen have to gyp the producer 
on weights would soon be overcome.
